WAD KILLED, 


The Gallant Cuban Was Visit- 
ing His Sweetheart. 


COMPLETELY OFF HIS GUARD. 


FOUR MALE COMPANIONS AND 


TWO WOMEN WERE SLAIN BY 
THE SPANIARDS. 


HE WAS A BRAVE SOLDIER. 


He Gained Fame by His Brilliant Cap- 
ture of Fort Campana, Where, 
With 35 Men, He Defeated, 
Killed or Captured 150. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVANA, Jan. 29.—The Post-Dispatch 
cables printed have brought tidings of the 
death of Nestor Aranguren, Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of the Cuban insurgent forces under 
Gen. Maximo Gomez. Details of the catas- 
trophe are slowly dirfting in. The news 
that reaches the Post-Dispatch points to a 
story of love and valor as thrilling as any 
ever written—a story which will live forever 
in the annals of Cube Libre. 

They call him the ‘‘Young Sheridan” of 
Cuba because of his dashing courage and 
the desverai‘e charges he led, 

Maximo Gomez joved him. The insurgent 
troops idolized him as they have idolized 
no other commander, save Gomez, and the 
martyred Macéo, 

Hie did not Know what fear was. The 
cause of Aranguren’s death was his love 
tor a Cuban woman, the daughter of a sol- 
ier, Who held the position of dynamiter in 
h.s command. 


It came to the ears of Col. Aranzabe of 
the Spanish Army that the young officer 


was in the habit of visiting his sweetheart 


in a littie hut hidden among the Tapaste 
hills. Spies “watched the place and sent 
word to the Colonel when he might expect 


to find the insurgent chieftain visiting his 
lady iove. Three days ago three coiumns of 
troops, reinforced by cavalry, were ordered 
to march to the hut and surround it. 

Aranguren had four soldiers of his com- 
mand with him, but must have relaxed his 
usual Vigilance, for the enemy surprised 
him at the feet of his affanced. There was 
another woman in the hut, the companion 
Of his sweetheart. 

The first intimation of danger came when 
one of his pickets fired a shot and uttered 
a@cry of warning. A withering volley fol- 
lowed, and the four soldiers bit the dust, 
their bodies riddled with bullets. Aran- 
Buren reached for his pistols and sprang to 
the doorway, trying to shield the body of 
his beloved with his own form. A bullet 
wounded him in the leg. He did not flinch. 
A second ome, aimed by a master-hand, 
struck him right in the center of the fore- 


head, and he fell like a log, dying with 
only a groan upon his lips. 
A third bullet “wounded the girl whom 


he had sought to shield and another pierced 
her companion. Then the Spaniards rushed 
in and captured the little hut and its dead 
and dying occupants. 

_A shout of jubilation went up when the 
Spaniards found whom they had slain. I. 
was tu them a priceless killing. Manv a 
bloody score Was paid off when this young 
warrior was laid low. Not alone the death 
of Lieut.-Col. Ruiz was avenged, but those 
of many a-soldier who had succumbed to 
Aranguren’s dashing raids. 

The wounded women were borne out and 
laid on the cool moss of the woodland. 
Surgeons tried to stanch the flow of blood 
but they were both wounded unto death. 
The companion died first. The sweetheart 
lived until she was borne to the railroad 
Station, but died before the arrival of the 
train which was to bear the body of her 
soldier lover to the capital. 

The father of Aranguren’s sweetheart, it 
was said, Was made a prisoner and doubt- 
less will be executed soon. 

A strange fatality has followed the lives 
of the insurgent chieftains, several of whom 
have been caught and killed While paying 
visits to.their lady loves. The gods of ‘war 


appear to be jealous of the more tender 
deities, ; 
The body ts dfessed in cassimere panta- 


loons, & gray woolen coat, russet shoes and 
Garters, comparatively new. It is said that 
the gaiters and vest belonged to Col. Ruiz, 
who was put to death by order of Arangu- 
ren after conviction by court-martial for 
having gone to his camp with terms of sur- 
render offered by Gen. Blanco and said to 
have included a large bribe. 

Gen. Aranguren was the 
eral in the insurgent forces. 
an old family of Havana. 
Fort Campana is one of the most heroic 
incidents of the war. It wae considered im- 
pregnable and was garrisoned by 150 men. 
Aranguren asked for 60 men and promised 
to take it. Gen. Gomez shook his head and 
said it was impossible, but did not refuse 
the oy eee of the youths lieutenant, but he 
could find only 35 men willing to engage in 
this forelorn hope. He approached the fort 
at night, during a heavy thunderstorm. 
Concealing his men in the woods about 200 
yards from the narrow opening of the fort, 
Aranguren crept up to it on hands and 

nees. He tried to cut his way through a 
barbed wire fence, but his knife was not 
equal to the task, so he climbed over !t. He 
caught his foot and fell. A sentry heard 
the noise and emptied his carbine in the 
direction of the sound, but did not hit the 
cause of It, 

Aranguren eoftly wormed himself up to 
the narrow opening, which he hoped to 
reach when the eentry’s back was turned. 
But the latter faced about just in time to 
catch sight of him. Before he could uttera 
sound, however, Aranguren was at his 
throat. The Spaniard was a powerful fel- 
low and threw him off. But in an instant a 
knife was in his heart and he fell without 
&@ groan. 

Then the young officer opened the door 
and signaled to his.men. 

An hour later the fort was in the hands 
of the insurgents, 10 Spanish eoldiers had 
died by the machete and 30 were taken pris- 
onera, 

This ab pers 3 deed made Aranguren a 
captain and others led the way to his rapid 
advancement to a brigadiership.

HE GOT IT FROM MR. BOYCE. 


It Was to Be Paid for the Vote of Otis, 
but Whether Hanna Knew of It 
or Not, He Could Not Say. 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 29.—The two star 
witnesses in the senatorial bribery inves- 
tigation were examined by the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee yesterday. They 
are Representative J. C. Otis of Hamilton 
County, who says that a bribe was offered 
to him to vote for Senaror Hanna, and 
Thomas €. Campbell, attorney, who acted 
as the legal representative of Mr. Otis. 

Attorney Campbell, who came all the way 
from New York to testify, took occasion to 
say that he did not believe that Senator 
Hanna was interested or knew Boyce. 
Moreover, Boyce himself had declared to 
Campbell that he did not know Mr. Hanna, 
and that if his personal wishes were con- 
sulted he would prefer to see him defeated. 

Representative Otis testified that he had 
met Henry Harrison Boyce in Cincinnati 


first the evening of Jan. 7. About 11 o’clock 
the morning of that day, Friday, he re- 
ceived a long-distance telephone message 
from a man at the Great Southern Hotel 
in Columbus, who said that he was Gen. 
Boyce; that he had come on from New 
York and wished to see him on important 
business. Mr. Otis told .Aim that if he 
would come to Cincinnati he could see him. 

Mr. Otis decided he needed a lawyer and 
went to see Mr. Campbell. A meeting took 
place the next afternoon at the Gibson 
House. The conversation was largely along 
the same line as at the preceding meeting. 
Finally, Boyce and Campbell were intro- 
duced, and most of the business after that 
was transacted between them. 

T. C. Campbell of New York and Cincin- 
nati, who represented Otis as an attorney, 
was examined. He said Boyce and Otis 
came to his room. Otis finaily left the 
room, and Campbell then asked Boyce di- 
rectly what he wanted. Boyce finally said 
that he had come to help Hanna in his 
election. Campbell said to him: “Did you 
not come from the President?’ to which 
Boyce replied that he had, but in which 
Mr. Campbell declared he took no belief. 
Boyce at last said he would pay Otis $2500 
for his vote, and submitted that that was 
the proposition he had come to make. 

Boyce further said that he wanted Camp- 
bell for his attorney to win men over and 
would give him $1000 Campbell replied 
that he had no object’on to getting $1000, 
but he did not think he could accept the 
yroposition. Finally Boyce pulled out a 
arge envelope and counted out what he 
said was $1000. 

Later he saw Boyce again and told him 
that he thought $2500, the amount offered, 
Was beneath the dignity of a Representative, 
and that he ought to have $10,000. Boyce re- 
plied that this was all nonsense; that he had 
already secured four votes at an average of 
$1500 each, and another for $600. Boyce then 
said he would give $3500—$1750 at that time 
and $1750 the next day upon arrival at Col- 
umbus, Campbell said to Boyce: “What do 
you want Otis to do if your proposition is 
accepted?’ 

-Oyce replied that he would want him to 
write a letter to the President to the effect 
that he would vote for Hanna. meres then 
wrote a telegram directed to President Mc- 
Kinley, reading: “For the best interest of 
Ohio and the Republican party, I will cast 
my vote for M. A. Hanna for Senator for 
the short and long terms.”’ 

At the next meeting, the telegram, or 
rather a copy of it, was shown to Boyce, 
and he was told that Otis had finally con- 
sented, and that there was the telegram. 
Campbell said to Boyce: “You will now pay 
$1750, and $17) when you reach Columbus,” 
whereupon Boyce counted out $750 more. 
Campbell said: ‘*This does not make $1750.”’

The House Committee on Public Lands 
has reported the bill favorably; the Senate 
committee has done the same thing. 

The proposition, in plain English, is to

together with their disposition. His in- 
voice book shows every article stolen, the 
date of the theft, description of the goods, 
their cost mark indicated in the cipher ot 
the Bolland Jewelry Co., the amount for 
Which sold, and the resulting profit or 
loss, on the basis of the cest to the house 
by which he was employed, 

The cash book contains perfectly kept 
‘-}accounts with each person with whom he 
had business transactions, even including 
sales and gifts made to his relatives. There 
are perhaps 150 or 200 names in this book, 
with a description of the article sold, the 
amount paid, the cash credits and the terms 
on which the goods were disposed of, 

Detective Furlong sent out notices several 
days ago to the persons named in the cash 
book, asking them to come to his office and 
Kive him the circumstances under which 
they bought goods from Urfer. As a result 
a line of people went up. and down the 
elevators at the Chemical Building Satur- 
day, leaving on Mr. Furlong’s desk rare 
and costly jewels belonging to Mr. Bolland. 

The invoice books which is indexed, shows 
that Urfer had taken the following goods, 
all described in detail, even to the number- 
ing on watch cases and the movements: 

Ninety-five scarf pins. 

One hundred and seven 
breastpins. 

Three hundred and nine rings of all kinds, 

Seventy-seven links and cuff buttons. 

Kighty-five charms, mostly of secret go- 
cleties, 

Seventy gold and silver chains. 

Forty-eight pairs of fine earrings. 

One hundred and thirty-seven studs and 
gold collar buttons, 

Sixteen watches, gold and silver. 

Thirteen costly necklaces, 

Seventeen pairs of bracelets. 

Three pairs of gold-rimmed spectacles. 

Sixteen fancy purses, 

Seventeen jeweled opera glasses, including 
one field glass. 

Twenty-seven pens and gold-tipped pen- 
8, 

Twenty-five clocks and bronzes. 
Twenty-eight vases and mantel bric-a- 
brac. 

Twenty-nine silver novelties, such ag ci- 
gar holders; napkin rings, etc. | 

Forty-eight pieces of fine silverware, 

One hundred and two sets of knives, forks 
and spoons, or 124 pieces. 

In speaking of the Mr. 
assistant, D. Ff. Harbaugh, said: 

“T estimate the value of the goods taken 
by Urffer to be about $12,000. It cannot be 
less than $10,000. Nearly all of it has been 
recovered, but as the innocent purchasers 
were numerous, it has taken time to locate 
them all and notify them of the situation. 
People are coming in every hour, bringing 
the goods with them, which ts good proof 
they had no idea of the character of the 
man from whom they were buying. 

“But the system of the ‘fellow is what 
astonishes me. I have run up against many 
a criminal, but I never struck anything 
quite equal to this case of Urfer. The man 
has told the reporters he only began steal- 
ing six months ago. His own books show 
he has been.six vears in the business, and 
during all that time he hag coolly carried 
on a trade with outside people, selling to 
whoever -he chanced to become acquainted 
with, and planting his stock in the garret 
room of his home, where his family were 
not aware of his conduct,

By neglect the joints become 
painful and stiff. 

“These fluids not only lubricate the joints and affect 
the entire machinery of the system, bwt they give 
freshness and plumpness and buoyancy of feeling.
